2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Independent claims 1 , 
13, 20 and 31 have been amended to include the limitation that the circuit board comprises a cut 
out sized for accommodating at least one power source. This feature previously appeared in 
claim 12, which was indicated as including allowable subject matter. Since the combination of 
elements including the newly added limitation in claims 1, 13, 20 and 31 are not explicitly taught 
or fairly suggested in the prior art of record, these claims are allowable. Claims 29 and 30 are 
not allowable in there present form and, by authorization from Applicant, have been canceled by 
this amendment.
